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DUTCH INDIFFERENCE 


We often wonder about the apparent indifference 


of the Dutch Government concerning the current 
political and economic problems of the Netherland 
Antilles.The following article which appeared in’ 
“Trouw’,a Dutch newspaper,demonstrates that we 
are not alone in our trend of thought.Professor 
Ray Cline and Professor Georges Fauriol of the 
Center for Strategic and International Studies.CSIS 
is an-organization,dubbed “think tank’, that’ stu- 
dies the development in the world which could ha- 
ve influence on the foreign and defense policies of 
the United Sates.A report compiled by Cline and 
Fauriol titled’’Trouble in Paradise” says that the e- 
conomic problems of the Netherlands Antilles is 
partly the fault of Holland.Holland’s intention to 
break the formal ties with the Netherlands Antilles 
has resulted in the phenomenon that for the past 
year more attention is being paid to political than 
to economic developments. The report criticizes the 
role that Holland is playing concerning the future 
of the Netherlands Antilles.By side-stepping the a- 
version. against independence,which according to 
them is the concern of the Antillean population, 
Holland is causing a rise in political and social un- 
rest.Cline and Fauriol are of the opinion that the

nimum,they emphasize in the report the importan- 
ce of the expansion of economic aid for the Nether 
lands Antilles.More aid will not mean a miraculous 
improvement in the economic situation,but at least 
it will have a psychological effect,they claim. 

The CSIS report does not only plead for aid from 
Holland,but says also that aid from the United Sta 
tes is advisable. The report points out that an escala 


tion of the problems in the Antilles could affect” 


the balance between the word powers.According to 
the report,the Antilles in turmoil could effect the 
equilibrium» between the world powers.According 
to the report,the Netherlands Antilles is in the cen- 
ter of strategic importance for the United States 


due to its geographic position.Any decline,whether 


political,military social or economic could be the 
impulse for the displacement of the equilibrium be- 
tween the world powers and could have serious con 
sequences for all democratically ruled countries. It 
is possible that neither Washington nor The Hague 
see the situation as a threat, __,warns the report. 
if the present state of emergency of the Netherland 
Antilles is not handled in the proper way it could 
bring about dangerous consequences for the whole 
Caribbean region,says the report.|t is not impossi- 
ble that there are certain groups in the region who 
are advocating Cuban oriented solutions. Adherence 
to such solutions ‘would be destructive and disa- 
strous for the Netherlands Antilles.Cline and Fau- 
riol conclude that-regardless of the cost,Aruba or 
Curacao,as the two most important islands of the 
Netherlands Antilles with such grave economic pro
